RECORD BUDGET—That 
portion of the Kennedy ad¬ 
ministration budget related 
to the health field breaks 
all records. The budget, as 
presented to Congress, pro¬ 
posed $1.6 billion for the 
Dept, of Health, Education 
and Welfare activities in 
health services and re¬ 
search—a $250 million in¬ 
crease. This does not in¬ 
clude an estimated $800 
million for medical pay¬ 
ments under the HEW pub¬ 
lic assistance programs, in¬ 
cluding Kerr-Mills legisla¬ 
tion and vocational reha¬ 
bilitation. 


PROPOSED —Dr. Harold 
W. Oyster has introduced 
into the 105th Ohio Gen¬ 
eral Assembly a proposal 
to amend the law to make 
employment of optome¬ 
trists by school boards per- 
missable. 


PROHIBITION — “Wis¬ 
consin Physicians Service, 
which operates the Blue 
Shield plan of the State 
Medical Society, was faced 
with possible revocation of 
its insurance license be¬ 
cause it will not pay podia¬ 
trists for treatment of feet, 
according to the Medical 
Tribune of Nov. 30. The 
WPS contends that it need 
not pay for services ren¬ 
dered by anyone other than 
a physician legally licensed 
to practice medicine and 
surgery. 

The Wisconsin insurance 
commissioner said he would 
hold a hearing on the mat¬ 
ter, according to the Medi¬ 
cal Tribune and Public 
Health Economics.

Campaign Launched For VG 


Bad Weather Ignored 


Lens Symposium Well Received 


Representatives of 22 states 
attended and “enthusiastical¬ 
ly received” the Contact Lens 
Symposium in Columbus. Dr. 
Maurice Poster, chairman of 
the AOA’s Contact Lens 
Committee, reported 120 op¬ 
tometrists registered from 
states as distant as Califor¬ 
nia, Florida and Texas. 

The Symposium, held at 
Ohio State University, was 
opened Feb. 3 by Dr. Poster 
and Dr. G. Burtt Holmes, di¬ 
rector of AOA’s Department 
of Education. Welcomes were 
extended by Dr. Glenn Fry, 
director of Ohio State Uni¬ 
versity’s Optometry School, 
and Dr. Ralph Furrow, presi¬ 
dent, Ohio State Optometric 
Association. 

A meeting of state contact 
lens committee chairmen pre¬ 
ceded the formal opening. 
The session covered new tech¬ 
niques in contact lens and 
mutual problems in practice. 

The two-day Symposium 
began with a panel discussion 
of “Contact Lenses in Avia¬ 
tion and Space” by Drs. Fred¬ 
erick Hebbard of Ohio State 
and Charles Bayshore of Or¬ 
lando, Fla., and Lt. Col. Floyd 
M. Morris, USAF School of 
Aerospace Medicine. Moder¬ 
ator was Dr. Samuel E. Al- 
peren, member of the AOA 
Committee on Contact Lenses. 

Col. Morris said use of con¬ 
tact lens in space travel is be¬ 
ing investigated; but, accept¬ 
ance is still some distance 
away. He also commented 
that contacts could be of val¬ 
ue to protect against radia¬ 
tion, but said wearing toler¬ 
ance must be increased and 
certain problems overcome 
first. 

Dr. Bayshore, discussing 
the Federal Aviation Agen¬ 
cy’s attitude toward flyers 
with contact lenses, pointed 
out advantages and increased 
personal safety. He urged 
regulative bodies in the U.S. 
to keep abreast of advanced 
techniques. 

Dr. Poster moderated a 
panel on “the Psychological 
and Sociological Impact of 
Contact Lenses on Children 
and Y o u t h.” Participants 
were Prof. Louis O r z a c k, 
Boston University and Drs. 
Daniel Woolf, Summit, N.J. 
and Robert Berk, Massachu¬ 
setts College of Optometry. 

Professor Orzack said re¬ 
search indicated student us¬ 
age of contact lens “may 
represent something of a 
proclamation of independ¬ 
ence.” He explained that reg¬ 


ular use of contact lenses had 
no relationship to encourage¬ 
ment of wear by family or 
friends. 

Dr. Woolf outlined conclu¬ 
sions from his practice, in¬ 
cluding the fact that cosmetic 
value remained the principal 
factor in the usage of con¬ 
tacts. 

A panel discussion of the 
“Correlation of Visual Effi¬ 
ciency Between Contact 
Lenses and Spectacles” was 
moderated by Dr. John C. 
Neill, member, Contact Lens 
Committee. 

Panelists included Drs. Ir¬ 
vin Borish, Kokomo, Ind. and 
Harold Cline of Mattapan, 
Mass., and Prof. Karl U. 
Smith of the University of 
Wisconsin. 

Professor Smith’s studies 
refute the idea that individ¬ 
uals can completely adapt to 
different conditions of space 
displacement of vision. 

A discussion on the re¬ 
search needs for the contact 
lens field was moderated by 
Dr. Poster. The panel includ¬ 
ed Drs. Alfred A. Rosen- 
bloom, Jr., Illinois College of 
Optometry ; Phillip R. 
Haynes, Newark, O.; and 
Charles Schick, Indiana Uni¬ 
versity. 

Many of the papers pre¬ 
sented at the meeting will be 
published in the JOURNAL 
OF THE AMERICAN OP¬ 
TOMETRIC ASSOCIATION. 

“This Symposium was an 
effort to expand the horizons 
of contact lens practice for 
AOA members,” said Dr. 
Poster. “In that effort, I feel 
we have been completely suc¬ 
cessful.” 


AOA President H. Ward Ewalt, Jr., and Dr. Nelson 
Waldman, chairman, Vocational Guidance Committee, have 
announced launching of a fund-raising campaign for $200,- 
000. Funds are sought to support all out efforts to recruit 
more young men and women students in optometry. 

While not requested to contribute directly, practicing 
optometrists will be asked to contribute their time and ef¬ 
fort in seeking financial support from opthalmic industries.

Target' Meetings Successful 

Many “targets” for optometry in the future have been 
clearly pointed out and, in part, the routes for reaching those 
targets have been charted, in the “Target for Today” meet¬ 
ings which began in Providence Jan. 20 and have moved to 
the nation’s capitol, Birmingham, and Dallas. 

“Targets” for the immediate future (1962-63) include 
student recruitment; effective effort in relations with other 
professions, such as educators, psychologists, nurses, pub¬ 
lic health workers, and engineers; emphasis on ethical prac¬ 
tice; and building a more positive attitude toward all optome- 

lation which make methods of 
thinking of 10 to 13 years ago 


trie services. 

Delegates at the Target 
for Today meetings have not 
been lulled into daydreams of 
a rosy future for optometry. 
While making plans for the 
future, the meetings have 
recognized the changes in 
socio-economic elements in 
this country, such as develop¬ 
ments in education and legis- 


completely out of date today, 
and the increased strength of 
opposition facing optometry. 

The basic purpose of op¬ 
tometry was not overlooked 
—an obligation to the Ameri¬ 
can people to see that they 
get a better and more com¬ 
plete eye sight service.

It would mean more work 
on the part of the member¬ 
ship and a great responsibil¬ 
ity on the AOA staff, but, it 
was decided that it would be 
better to put all funds raised 
into vocational guidance, 
rather than pay someone “to 
do optometry’s job.” 

The plan is not to ask AOA 
members to beg for money 
from the ophthalmic indus¬ 
try* but, to go to all of the 
ethical members of the indus¬ 
try and present the picture 
of Operation Manpower, for 
as optometry is assured of a 
successful future by having 
bright practitioners, so the 
industry is insured of having 
good customers who will sup¬ 
port one of America’s vital 
industries. 

The gross volume of Amer¬ 
ican ophthalmic goods is over 
$318 million a year. Each 
new optometrist will contri¬ 
bute to the rise of this figure 
—each optometrist that re¬ 
tires or dies without a re¬ 
placement will mean less in¬ 
come to the industry. 

AOA is asking its members 
to volunteer, to call upon the 
various suppliers during the 
month of March, to solicit 
support of optometry by “not 
begging” Dr. Ewalt said “but, 
by telling the need for addi¬ 
tional support.” The funds 
collected and the pledges 
made will be paid directly to 
the American Opto metric, 
Foundation, which gives the 
contributor a tax advantage. 

Chm. Waldman’s Commit¬ 
tee realizes suppliers and ODs 
are busy. In order not to im¬ 
pose on time, all calls will be 
made one day, Mar. 20. 
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Campaign Pains 

A great deal of the success or failure of a 
fund raising campaign depends upon the state of¬ 
ficers who support it positively and with enthu¬ 
siasm. There are no shortcuts in the fund raising 
campaign. It must be planned and carried out to 
the last detail. This includes understanding the 
vital importance of timing and meeting deadlines. 
Far more effort is required to retreive a lagging 
campaign than is required to prevent that lag. 

Another great pain in the campaign is set¬ 
tling for less. In the current AOA-VG effort you 
are not asked to beg for donations so half a loaf 
is not good enough. For years the optometrists 
have carried the ball in recruiting students for op¬ 
tometry, and, they will continue to do so; but, 
now that all of the scientific fields have expanded, 
the tremendous responsibility of keeping an in¬ 
creasing supply of optometrists must be shared 
by the ophthalmic industry. It is obvious that each 
new optometrist means new outlets for the manu¬ 
facturer of opthalmic goods. Some of the other 
health professions have not only turned to the 
industries for financial support of the recruiting 
program, but are asking for money to build the 
schools to train the students. Fortunately, this is 
not true in optometry. The optometric schools 
have the basic facilities to train the needed young 
men and women. 

We are reminded of a story about Dr. Liv¬ 
ingston who was speaking in London. After he 
had told about his work, a lady—mindful of his 
long, lonely, exhausting years in Africa said “Dr. 
Livingston, I am absolutely appalled at the sacri¬ 
fices you have made.” The old missionary, with 
his eyes glowing replied, “Madam, I have never 
made a sacrifice in my life.” 

While we are not off in the jungles, those ODs 
who work in this campaign are dedicated and do 
not feel they are sacrificing and those companies 
who share their responsibilities are not sacri¬ 
ficing, but are working basically for interesting 
the youth of the country in a rewarding profession. 

a Commercialism”...? 

The terminology that has evolved in the des¬ 
cription of optometry’s “ambulance chasers” is 
certainly meaningful to all optometry, but what 
does the uninformed layman think when he hears 
someone referred to as a “commercialist” ? Gener¬ 
ally speaking, in our system of free enterprise it 
means a good business man ... at least there is lit¬ 
tle connotation of unethical or unprofessional be¬ 
havior inherent in this label. 

Let’s start our campaign now; revise our vo¬ 
cabulary, and use “unethical practice” instead of 
“commercialism”. Whether or not we desire it, the 
general public is hearing the voice of optometry, 
(and indeed many other voices), so let us think 
clearly and use the most descriptive terms so that 
the public mind can separate the good optometrist 
from the not-so-good.

Motorists’ Vision 

Governors and motor ve¬ 
hicle administrators in all 50 
states have been requested to 
support AOA’s move to re¬ 
duce visual causes of the 1,- 
400,000 annual auto injuries 
and 38,000 deaths. The co¬ 
operation of the Surgeon 
General was also sought. 

Excellent story on optome¬ 
try appeared in the Dec. 21 
issue. of Time Magazine, pg. 
51. It concerned Dr. Merrill 
Allen’s research on motorists’ 
vision and automobiles. This 
will receive more interest, so 
ODs should be familiar with 
Dr. Allen’s work. 

Safety Div. of Woman’s 
Auxiliary of AOA is hard at 
work on traffic safety and 
optometry. They sponsored a 
safety meeting in Montana 
led by Mrs. Bob Thompson, 
chm., Montana’s Auxiliary 
and other meetings are plan¬ 
ned for Pennsylvania by Mrs. 
Doris Wagner; Oregon by 
Mrs. Don Jones; and in Iowa 
at the state congress where 
Dr. Harold R. Wilson will be 
in charge of a joint Associa¬ 
tion-Auxiliary effort. Our 
committee highly rcommends 
such state meetings. 

National Survey of Drivers’ 
Vision progresses very well; 
but, has reached critical point 
and it is vital that informa¬ 
tion be supplied from each 
state as requested through 
state committees. 

Dr. Clarence L, McE&chem 
represented this committee at 
the meeting of the Presi¬ 
dent’s Committee on Traffic 
Safety in Washington, D.C. 
The conference concerned 
citizen groups secured to 
function in disseminating in¬ 
formation on Uniform Traf¬ 
fic Control Devices. MVHS 
committees are natural ave¬ 
nues for participation in this 
program. Standardizations of 
pavement markings, signs, 
and traffic control devices all 
involve vision and traffic 
safety. 

Soon available will be a 
new AOA booklet on contact 
lenses related to law enforce¬ 
ment officials. 

We commend South Caro¬ 
lina Optometric Ass’n on a 
kit given to students taking 
driver education. Cooperating 
with JCs, Governor’s High¬ 
way Safety Program, high 
school committees and others, 
some 3,000 kits have been dis¬ 
tributed. The kits contain 
AOA MVHS pamphlets and 
SCOA produced materials. 

May we suggest 1963 as the 
year to launch an all out at¬ 
tack on mounting traffic 
death tolls ... as vision spe¬ 
cialists we have a responsi¬ 
bility.

Manpower Plans 
Completing 3 Yrs. 
Of Development 

In 1959 the Vocational 
Guidance Committee realized 
that the declining freshmen 
student enrollment in the op¬ 
tometric colleges and univer¬ 
sities was reaching a critical 
point. They faced the prob¬ 
lem and analyzed it scientifi¬ 
cally. It was noted that prior 
to World War II student en¬ 
rollment was down; after the 
war years enrollment was 
high. For approximately ten 
years the GI enrollment 
swelled optometric classes to 
the point that concern for 
student enrollment seemed to 
be a thing of the past; but, 
with the completion of the 
training of the GI, optometric 
education was in trouble 
again. 

It was obvious that the so¬ 
lution to the declining enroll¬ 
ment was dissemination of 
information. Basically Opera¬ 
tion Manpower is a plan to 
reach not only the student in 
high school and colleges, but 
to inform principals, profes¬ 
sional vocational guidance 
counselors, civic groups, par¬ 
ents and the general public 
of the requirements, advan¬ 
tages and the services of a 
professional optometrist. To 
undertake such an ambitious 
information program would 
cost a great deal of money. 

Before seeking other 
sources of revenue, a cam¬ 
paign was launched within 
AOA to raise money for the 
printing and dissemination of 
information. Over 600 op¬ 
tometrists joined the cam¬ 
paign to pay for the voca¬ 
tional guidance material. 
Upon receipt of the material 
he distributed it to young 
people who would be an at¬ 
tribute to the profession. 

The expenditures and work 
paid off—student enrollment 
began to rise. 

All the health field profes¬ 
sions have been experiencing 
a decline in student enroll¬ 


ment; some of the other 
health professions have al¬ 
ready spent a great deal more 
than optometry and yet their 
freshmen enrollment still de¬ 
clines. So, results of Opera¬ 
tion Manpower were highly 
commendable. The program 
is now a proven reality that 
can advance all phases of op¬ 
tometry and the ophthalmic 
industry. Because of the 
financial expenses of a na¬ 
tional public information 
campaign, the optometrists 
cannot support the full cost 
of the program. 

The Vocational Guidance 
Committee consulted with the 
Liaison with Opthalmic In¬ 
dustry Committee of AOA 
and together the two commit¬ 
tees went directly to repre¬ 
sentatives of the opthalmic 
industry to resolve the finan¬ 
cial problem. 

The concept of the industry 
supporting the recruitment 
program is not unique. The 
ADA and the AMA have al¬ 
ready turned to the indus¬ 
tries that benefit from the 
practice of these fields for 
support. What is unique is 
that optometric colleges al¬ 
ready have the basic facili¬ 
ties for educating additional 
qualified students.

The Texas Optometric As¬ 
sociation, plagued by many of 
the obstacles which face pro¬ 
fessional associations, but 
larger in Texas, are fighting 
with recruitment plans equal¬ 
ly large in dimension. TOA 
President Elect Robert E. 
Day says the association is 
pleased with the results so 
far and are thinking of ex¬ 
panding the plan. 

The program utilizes a nu¬ 
cleus of 50 to 100 optome¬ 
trists who write a letter a 
week to the “optometrist of 
the week" urging him to be¬ 
come a TOA member. The 
prospective member thus re¬ 
ceives 50 to 100 letters giving 
dozens of reasons for his 
membership. Each letter is 
composed by its writer and 
gives the writer's individual 
opinions. 

During the same week, the 
prospect is visited by two op¬ 
tometrists who are TOA 
members. A visit is also made 
by a member of the TOA 
board. 

A second phase of the plan 
is a “preferred list of men." 
These are new members and 
those who have not been 
made to realize the impor¬ 
tance of participation. At 
least once each week, these 
men receive information on 
current work of TOA. 

Interesting Results 

One of the most interesting 
results Dr. Day notes comes 
from a town of 300. At his 
office in the back of a feed 
store, the 85 year old pra- 
ticing optometrist said it was 
the “most exciting thing that 
ever happened to him." 

The letter writers get some¬ 
thing out of the project too, 
for they, “who are the TOA" 
are accomplishing important 
steps as a closely related 
group. Results have been run¬ 
ning about 50% success, but 
far reaching results may be 
much greater.
